SAX FRANCISCO, June 8.—A sud- 


den dealh in circumstances of violence 
and mystery which point suspiciously 
to th« theory of murder has engaged 
the attention of the police since twen- 
ty-five minutes past 9 o'clock 
this 


morning, when a stranger was report- 
ed dylr.sr Ooltlen Gate Park. The un- 
known raa» vami^ottnd by the. surgeon 


of the Park Hospital lying fn a spot 


•which a chauffeur had carefully Indi- 
cated. His skull was fractured and 
he died shortly afterward at the hos- 
pital. The chauffeur has disappeared 
and thex detective force of the city Is 


looking for him. 
. 


It was at 3:25 o'clock this morntng 


that an automobile stopped In front 
of the Park Emergency Hospital, and 


the chauffeur, who was alone In the 


machine, roused Dr. Herzog. 


The driver of the machine Informed 


the doctor that a man, apparently In- 
jured, was lying a 
short 
distance 


within the Park, near the Stanyan- 
street entrance. After telling this the 


chauffeur" entered his machine and 


drove off. 


Dr. Herzog hurried to the spot in- 


dicated and found, about 
100 feet 


from the Stanyan-street entrance to 
the Park, a smooth-shaven man, ap- 
parently about 45 years old, lying un- 
conscious. 
He was severely bruised 


about the head and his condition": in^ 
dlcated a fracture of the skull. 


The unconscious man was hurried 


to the hospital, but lived only a few 
minutes, dying on the operating table 
without regaining consciousness. . 


His condition pointed to 'violence, 


and Dr. Hensog* Immediately notified 
the police department. Detefst'lve Dow 
was placed on the case, and with the 
co-operation of the whole upper offlcel 


force he is now looking for clews to 


the mystery and is trying especially 


to locate the missing chauffeur. 
In 


the hurry of the latter's visit* arid de- 
parture Dr. Herzog was 
unable 
to 


learn his number or the make of his 
machine.

CINCHONA CULTURE IX THE IN- 


DIES. 


' The/Indian Trade Journal says that 
the exports of cinchona bark from 
India during recent years has con- 
tinued to decline. The amount in .the 
year ended March 31, 1902, was 1,- 
917,259 pounds, worth $1.544,000. .and 
only 916,3GO pounds, worth 
$79,000, 


in the year ended 
March 31, 1906, 


while for the ten months ended Jan- 
uary 31, 1907, the exports were but 
422,758 pounds, valued at $30,000. 


The chief cause of this falling off 


seems to be the increased cultivation 
of cinchona in Java, which is said to 
produce about 90 per cent of the 
world's' sujSply. 
During 
the 
past 


three or four years the island of Java 
has increased its output out of all 
proportion to the demand, with the 
consequence that the unit of bark at 
the Amsterdam auctions fell to an un- 
precedentedly low figure last year. In 
.fact; the exports of cinchona bark 
from Java increased from 12,068,718 
poun'ds in. 1900 to close on 16,500,000 
pounds in 1905. The figures for 1906 
are just to-hand, and show a falling 
pff of nearly 2,000,000 pounds from 
the previous year's exports. 
During 


the past two years the price of sul- 
phate of quinine dropped from 34 
cents per ounce in November, 1906, 
though it recovered to 20 cents per 
ounce,at the beginning of the pres- 
ent year.

The indications are that he will not. The attorneys for the defense 
are of the opinion that he will not testify against Schmitz in this 
case after declaring in court that no crime had been committed. 
Without the testimony of Ruef, the case for the prosecution is con- 
fessedly weak. To me it seems all rags and tatters—a farrago of in- 
ferences and presumptions, based upon what other people thought, 
said and did. The charge is a conspiracy to extort. If there was no 
extortion there was no conspiracy. Thus far there is no direct testi- 
mony of extortion and none whatever of a conspiracy. But Heney 
may mend his case later on.

strife between Japan and the United States to facilitate the carry- 
ing out of its own designs. Nothing would suit Russia better than 
to get Japan involved in a war with some other nation, particularly 
with a nation that had indirectly shown friendship and sympathy 
with Japan during the Manchurian war while maintaining strict 
neutrality toward both belligerents. "With Japan entangled in such 
a war Russia would probably attempt to regain all she lojt in the 
Orient through the success of the Japanese 'military and naval 
forces. 


Russian 
diplomacy is insidious. 
The bureaucracy know 


the value of money and how to use it cprruptly. Most of Russia's1 


conquests in Asia have been achieved^'through it. It behooves us 
to see that we are act used as catspaws by Russia to pull out Japa- 
nese chestnuts. In the interest of American labor it is unquestion- 
ably proper that all Asiatic immigration should be restrained, and 
so should the immigration from the slum* of Europe; but the re- 
striction should be accomplished in a way that will not entail inter- 
national complications and help designing governments to use us 
as agents to enable them to gratify old grudges against nations 
with which this country is at peace and on terms of amity.

The latter had an oppor- 
tunity to,«udy the case at the reguaJr 
clinic hour of the hospital, and they 
us<-d up all of their medical theories 
and asked their instructor for more, 
but found none' that might possibly 
fit the case. 
The hospital physicians left nothing 
to be deaired in the way of explana- 
tions of the case, and every move and 
action- of Schnabel was told to 'them 
clearly from the time he entered the 
Institution until he awoke from the 
coma, yet this did not add any light to 
th« mystery.
